The Elba City Council 
tackled several different 
topics Monday night, Feb. 
8, during its regular bi- 
monthly meeting. 

City clerk Sally Bane said 
Elba Municipal Court mag- 
istrate Eva Medlock would 
be retiring at the end of the 
month, and Dawn DeVane 
would be stepping into that 
full-time position. She said 
DeVane had previously 
been working part-time 
with the municipal court 
and part-time with the Elba 
Public Library. 

With DeVane going full- 
time as the court magistrate, 
Bane said that opened up 
a need for part-time help 
at the library, and she said 
former library employee 
Barbara Tillis had agreed to 
return on a part-time basis 
to help out there. She said 
everyone was excited to 
have Tillis return. 

In the parks and recre- 
ation department, Bane

The New Brockton Town 
Council met Monday eve- 
ning, Feb. 1, for its monthly 
meeting, and business was 
routine. 

Council members 
approved appointments to 
the town’s planning com- 
mission and board of adjust- 
ments. Those serving on 
these boards will have stag- 
gering terms. 

The council voted to 
renew the town’s contract 


appear’ with Avenu Insights. This 


company collects sales tax 
and issues business licenses 
for New Brockton. 

Council members also 


voted to pay the audit bill 
in the amount. of $5,000, 
and the workmen’s com- 
pensation bill in the amount 
of $6,304. Mayor Kathy 
Holley did note the work- 
men’s comp bill was slight- 
ly lower this year than the 
year prior. 

The council also got the 
ball rolling on establish- 
ing a walking trail for the 
town as council members 
voted to approve a walking 
trail agreement. The mayor 
noted this was a needed 
action to simply get all par- 
ties online for the project. 

A quick look at financials 
showed the town’s gener- 
al fund had a balance of 
$830,042.80 at the end of 
January. Income for January 
was $296,304.45. 

Upon request of town 
clerk Debra Andrews, coun- 
cil members approved pay- 
ment of routine monthly 
bills at just over $21,000. 

Prior to adjourning, the 
mayor noted that New 
Brockton offices would 
be closed Monday, Feb.

The Life of the Late 
Richard Cain (Part 2) _

Pastor Cain was both a 
great speaker and a great 
writer. In order to spread 
his strong views, particular- 
ly in regard to granting land 
to the newly freed slaves, 
he began writing and pub- 
lishing in a newspaper, the 


South Carolina Leader, in - 


1866. Between his church 
and his newspaper, he was 
building a strong political 
group. First, he served on 
the South Carolina group 
that fashioned a new state 
constitution, Then, he went 
on to be elected as a state 
senator in 1872. When 
land for former slaves still 
was not made available, 
he purchased land to sell. 
Unfortunately, that  proj- 
ect eventually went bank- 
rupt. After this unsuccess-

ful attempt, he ran for a 
seat in the United States 
Congress and won it. His 
biggest effort was geared 
toward the passage of a 
Civil Rights Bill, for which 
he argued eloquently. As 
a member of Congress, he 
was able to make several 
very stirring speeches on 
its behalf. He went on to 
found Paul Quinn College 
in Waco, Texas and served 
as its president from 1880 
until 1884. He returned 
to Washington, D.C, and 
served as the bishop of the 
AME Conference until he 
died in 1887.

ADPH launches COVID-19 vaccine 
eligibility check & scheduling portal 


The Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) 
launched an online portal 
for individuals to check 
their eligibility for vaccina- 
tion and make appointments 
for COVID-19 vaccinations 
at county health depart- 
ments. 

The easy-to-navigate por- 
tal also provides up-to-date 
information about addition- 
al drive-through and walk- 
in clinics being offered. 
The portal can be accessed 
at https://www.alcovidvac- 

i v/ 


By entering information 
in the portal, individuals 
can confirm their eligibility, 
select a county where they 
intend to schedule their vac- 
cination, and indicate if they 
want to be notified if inter- 
ested in receiving an e-mail 
when. the vaccine becomes 
available for additional pri- 
ority groups. Information 
about the vaccine product 
itself and what to expect is 
also provided. 

There are links to click 
to view a complete list of 
vaccine providers in the 
state and other information 
on the Alabama COVID- 
19 Vaccine Distribution 
Dashboard. The portal also 
provides practical informa- 
tion for the people sched- 
uled, such as what they 
should bring, mask require- 
ments, and a vaccine fact 
sheet. 

The demand for vaccine 
continues to greatly exceed 
supply as Alabama has more 
than 326,000 healthcare 
workers and nearly 350,000 
people who now qualify for 
a vaccine because they are 
75 years of age or older. On 
Feb. 8, the addition of peo- 
ple 65 or older and frontline 
critical workers added over 
1 million more people that 
are eligible to receive a vac- 
cine. 

Sites listed in the por- 


tal have limited supply of | 


vaccine available. Current 


assessment of vaccine sup- 
ply and expectations for 
shipments over the next 
month indicate that many 
public health clinics will 
have to focus heavily on 
providing second doses for 
the month of February. 

As appointments may not 
be available immediately, 
the limitation of appoint- 
ments is directly related to 
the amount of vaccine pro- 
vided by the federal gov- 
ernment. If supply of vac- 
cine products from the fed- 
eral government increases, 
ADPH expects that access 
to appointments for prior- 
ity groups will increase 
as well. Individuals are 
encouraged to visit drive- 
through and walk-in clinics, 
or other vaccine providers, 
if appointments are not cur- 
rently available at a county 


health department location.

Plan, which can be viewed 
by clicking a box on the 
portal, was developed by 
working with stakeholders 
and following guidance pro- 
vided by the federal gov- 
ernment.

The girls had a late-season swoon due to 
two starters sitting out seven games due to a suspension 
and later on losing two more starters to quarantine due 
to Covid-19, but the Elba coach is still brimming with 
confidence and convinced post-season run is coming. The 
Tigers had another tough season and won only two games, 
but I always felt the team was much better than its record 
indicated and liked the way the players hustled for all four 
quarters. Looking around the area, the biggest surprise was 
Brantley being the #4 seed in the girl’s area tournament 
after years of dominance. Brantley and Kinston’s boy’s 
teams should make it out of the area and move on to sub- 
region play, but that is about it, It obviously wasn’t the 
best of years for basketball in the area, especially with the 
girls, where both Zion Chapel and New Brockton suffered 
through miserable seasons and Kinston struggled all 
season long after a big season just a year ago. 

*** T saw an interesting article in the Troy newspaper 
last week with the headline ‘Students from 45 countries 
on Troy: University athletic rosters.’: After reading the 
sports article, I learned that students from 45 countries 
and 24 states are on the 16 division 1 sports teams (7 men 
and 9 women) at Troy University. There are 136 players 
from Alabama on the teams, followed by Florida with 
79 and Georgia with 70, with the most in-state players 
participating in football (59) baseball (16), softball (10), 
women’s track and field (9) and volleyball (2). The 
Trojans rosters are filled with players from across the USA 
as far away as Arizona, California, Colorado, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, New York, Rhode Island, and Washington. One 
fact revealed that only four athletes participating on the 16 
teams are actually from Troy! As for the foreign influence, 
Spain leads the: way with 9 athletes, followed by Canada 
with 5, Other nations that caught my eye were Argentina, 
Croatia, Czech Republic, Denmark, Finland, Germany, 
Iceland, Italy, Russia, Serbia, and Uruguay. There are 
11 men’s tennis players from outside the country, 10 
women’s soccer players, 8 women’s tennis players and 
6 women’s track and field athletes. The women’s tennis 
team has no players from the USA on its roster, while the 
men’s squad has only 2. Troy may be just a small town in 
south Alabama, but it reaches around the world when it 
comes to sports and athletes on those sports teams. 

**«* In closing.... I read on social media that for the 
second straight year there will be no youth baseball or 
softball season up at Zion Chapel. Last year the pandemic 
was the culprit, while this year construction of a new gym 
at Zion Chapel High School has all but closed the entire 
area around the youth complex. I know the youth and 
parents are both disappointed, and can’t believe another 
youth program in the county hasn’t come to their rescue 
with the offer of fields a couple of nights a week. Here in 
Elba there is only one team in each age division in baseball 
and softball, which means at the most two home games 
per week. This would give the Zion Chapel program 
three nights to play their games. C’mon guys, work out a 
solution!

and had 4 steals in the contest.

Judging from the number 
of deer reported through 
the Alabama Wildlife 
and Freshwater Fisheries 
(WFF) Division’s Game 
Check system and the 
number of trophy bucks 
posted on social media, 
Chris Cook thinks this is 
the best deer season our 
state has had in quite a 
while. 

Cook, the WFF’s Deer 
Program Coordinator, said 
numerous factors are likely 
involved in the increase in 
harvest numbers as well as 
the quality of the bucks 
harvested. 

Alabama’s _ three-buck 
limit has been in place 
for more than a decade, 
which could be one of 
the reasons for the big 
bucks, but Cook said that 
is difficult to quantify. 
Hunters are allowed to 
take one male deer (bare 
antlers visible above 
natural hairline) per day 
and three per hunter during 
all combined seasons. One 
of the three must have at 
least four antler points 
1 inch or longer on one 
antler (except for Barbour 
County). A point is defined 
as an antler projection of at 
least 1 inch in length from 
base to tip. Main beam 
tip shall be counted as a 
point regardless of length. 
Barbour County requires 
all bucks to have at least 
three points on one side 
to be legal except during 
the statewide special youth 
season, when any antlered

buck can be harvested. 

“It’s hard to track and 
determine what you can 
attribute exactly to the 
three-buck limit because of 
the way data was collected 
before that,” Cook said. 
“We used the mail survey, 
and before the three-buck 
limit one of the questions 
was how many bucks you 
killed. If they killed 20, 
that’s what they put down. 
After the three-buck limit, 
nobody was going to put 
down they killed more than 
the limit. 

“But I also think people 
started to be a little more 
selective. So we can’t 
attribute it to the three- 
buck limit or just a change 
in hunter attitude. It does 
appear hunters were willing 
to pass on yearling and 
2-year-old bucks. A lot of 
clubs put in rules on buck 
harvest, so some of it was 
self-imposed.” 

The number of trophy 
bucks taken in Alabama this 
year has been impressive. 
Huge bucks pop up on 
social media daily. Cook 
thinks the ease of posting 
photos on social media 
could possibly be skewing 
the impression of a banner 


season. 

“With increased use of 
social media, everybody 
wants to post a picture of 
what they’ve killed, so 


‘everybody else sees what 


they’ve done,” he said. “In 
the past, somebody had to 
take a picture, get the film 
developed and send the 
picture to you. 

“But it definitely seems

that a lot more really good 
bucks were taken this 


‘year. Our Game Check 


numbers show that people 
are reporting way more 
deer than they ever have. 
They're killing more deer, 
and a percentage of bucks 
reported have been really 
good deer.” 

Cook said the COVID- 
19 restrictions have played 
a role in the increased 
harvest of all deer. Many 
people have discovered or 
rediscovered many outdoors 
activities, including hunting. 

“We saw that during last 
year’s turkey season,” he 
said. “More people were 
hunting because of work 
schedules. Some people 
were working remotely and 
were able to schedule more 
time in the woods to kill 
more deer.” 

“Another factor that may 
be playing into this is the 
supplemental feeding. When 
feeding became legal last 
year, we had a 14-percent 
increase in harvest. But I 
wouldn’t attribute cofn to 
the increased quality of the 
deer.” 

The Alabama deer herd 
is estimated at between 
1.25 million and 1.5 million 
animals. As the Game 
Check numbers and phone 
survey data are analyzed 
for harvest on the county 
level as well as age and 
sex ratios, Cook said WFF 
will be able to update its 
population estimates after 
deer season ends February 
10. 

“We've got some areas 
where the deer population is 
down and other areas with 
more deer than they’ve ever 
had,” Cook said. “Places 
with good habitat will have 
good deer populations. It 
sure appears our deer herd 
is healthy. It’s going to 
be interesting to see what 
the phone survey numbers 
are, but it sure appears the 
harvest took a pretty good 


jump up this year, which I 


think will be an indicator of 
two things — we have more 
deer, but I think it also 
shows that people spent 
more time hunting. 

“This deer season 
appears to be one of the 
best we’ve had in a long 
time. I hope people are able 
to take advantage of the 
last few days of the season. 
It will be prime time to be 
in the woods, especially in 
south Alabama.”
